If the soil is poor it should be enriched with well- 
rotted, sifted stable manure, or some good commercial fertilizer. Sow the seed carefully 
and evenly, using 1 pound to cover an area of 200 square feet; rake in well and roll. 


FERTILIZING THE LAWN—To keep up the beauty of a lawn it will be necessary to 
feed the grass well. You cannot expect it to retain that depth and richness of texture 
and color which characterizes it while young, after the elements of plant food have been 
exhausted. That which the plants take from the soil in their development must be sup- 
plied from time to time in order to keep the grass up to a high standard of health. We 
recommend a good commercial fertilizer, such as the J. & M. Reliable Lawn Fertilizer, 
in preference to stable manure which is almost certain to sow the lawn with noxious 
weeds.
